MINISTERS ARE HOSTAGES. 


Shanghai, Aug. 3.—Lui-Ku-Yi, 


of Nankin, and Sheng, ad- 


ministrator of telegraphs and rail- 
ways and taoti of Shanghai, have 
both declared officially that the for- 
eign ministers are held by the Chi- 
nese government as hostages 
and 


that if the allies march to Pekin they 
will be killed. 


It is stated that only the Russians 


and Japanese, 23,000 strong, are 
starting for Pekin.

President Tenney and many others 


who are acquainted with the condi- 
tions think there 
were sufficient

That the position of the legations 


demanded that the army take ex- 
traordinary risks by scouring the 
surrounding country and comman- 
deering animals and wagons, and 
that boats sufficient for purposes 
transportation might be improvised 
is the prevailing^opinion of civilians 
and many officers, notably Japanese 
and Americans, confirm this view. 


The comment is made that Euro-

New York, Aug. 3.—Information 


from Rome is printed here to the ef- 
fect that Antonio Lana, arrested ac- 
complice of Bressi, has confessed, af- 
firming that a plot existed involving 
the simultaneoU3 assassination of 
King Humbert and Queen Margher- 
ita. 


WHERE PLOT WAS HATCHED. 


New York, Aug. 3.—Detectives 


have found the room in which it te 
claimed the plot to kill King fium- 
bert was formed. It is on the sec- 
ond floor of a West Hoboken, N. J., 
resort for anarchists, and is in the 
heart of the Italian settlement. The 
place has not been known as a meet- 
ing place for anarchists. There have 
been no public meetings held and the 
place and the room where the men 
met is kept for secret conference pur- 
poses. These detectives say they 
learned last night from socialists wlu 
attended a meeting at the place that 
less than four months ago two Ital- 
ians, a man and woman, arrived in 
Hoboken, and an important confer- 
ence was held in this room. At the 
conference there weie anarchists from 
New York ci,ty, from Brooklyn, from 
the Italian colony of Philadelphia 
and Patersoii and West Hoboken. 
This socialist never saw Bressi and 
never saw Qumtavallo, but the de- 
scription of the men tallies to that of 
the two men at the conference. It is 
learned that the assassin Bressi was 
a member of what is known as the 
"International Group" of anarchists. 


The police have also learned that 


prior to Bressi's leaving the country 
he was tendered a banquet by a group 
of anarchists in this city. The cele- 
bration took place in an anarchist re- 
sort in Bleeker street. Eight per- 
sons were present. 
Besides Bressi 


there were Salvataro Quintavallo, a 
man named Sossi and a man named 
Leaner or Lana, all of whom are 
under arrest in Italy. 
The other 


guests are not yet known to the po- 
lice, but one of them was said to be 
a woman. This would indicate that 
there were at least eight persons con- 
cerned in the plot to kill the king. 


HUMBERT'S REMAINS COFFINED 


Monza, Aug. 3.—The remains of 


King Humbert were today placed in 
a casket of walnut covered with lead 
and glass in such a manner as to 
leave the face exposed. 
The cere- 


mony, which took plaee in the pres- 
ence of the royal family, was very 
touching. 
Queen Margherita placed 


the Italian flag, with the arms of the 
house of Savoy, over the corpse.

shah's life the curious crowd which 
surrounded the palace of sovereigns 
today was prevented from approach- 
ing the palace when the shah starjted

An escort of dragoons sur- 
rounded the royal carriage. 


The shah seems the least concerned 


of all over the effort to take his life 
and he has not curtailed 
the pro- 


giam he had in view. 


The discovery of Salson's identity 


was by means of the Bertillon sys- 
tem, his measurements agreeing with 
a card at police headquarters. 


When shown the card and photo- 


graph the criminal said, "Yes, I am 
Salson; that is me." His full name 
is Francoise Salson. He is a French- 
man and was born in 1876. 
He was 


regarded as a dangerous anarchist, 
and in October, 1898, was condemned 
to three months' imprisonment for 
preaching anarchy. In June, 1899, 
he was condemned to eight months' 
imprisonment for a like offense.

It is thought that this date was ac- 
curate, and that while Mr. Conger 
actually wrote his dispatch on the 
17th and put it in cipher ready for 
transmission at the first opportunity 
the message did not leave Pekin UttV 
til the following day. 


These developments have done 


much to re-hibilitate the Chinese of-% 
ficials in the estimation of some of-4 
ficials who have heretofore been ver# 
skeptical as 'to their integrity i» 
connection with the transmission -6* 
these official messages.

trinket transfers his power to the 
holder. Succession to the throne is 
not ruled by heredity. The heir is 
selected by the emperor himself from 
among the members of a younger 
generation of the imperial family. 
The late sovereign died before nam- 
nig his successor, and the selection 
was m?de in 1875 by the famous 
dowager empress, who plac3d Kwang- 
su upon the throne.—Chicago Times-

Che Foo, July 29, Via Shanghai, 


Aug. 2.— Public 
opinion and the 


foreign press at the treaty ports aie 
alarmed at the possibility that the 
Chinese 
would prevail upon 
the 


powers to consent to the establish- 
ment 
of peace without 
inflicting 


punishment befitting the Chinese 
government's crime. 
Officials, per- 


sons engaged in commeicial puisuits 
and missionaries of all nationalities 
aie lemarkably united. 
They be- 


lieve Pekin should be destroyed as 
an object lesson, and that if the 
dynasty is continued, it should be 
forced to establish the capital at 
some accessible city, the Americans 
suggesting- Nankin. 
This is con- 


sidered important, as the Chinese 
allies believed that China defeated 
the powers in 1860 because the cap- 
ital remained intact. 


It is also thought that guarantees 


to 
prevent 
excessive armament 


should be demanded and that China 
should be compelled, publicly and 
definitely* to renounce the fiction 
that the foreign ministers are rep- 
resentatives of tributary powers. 


There is a strong demand for un- 


usual punishment like the destruc- 
tion of the king's tombs. 


The American and English mis- 


sionaries advocate a program similar 
to the foregoing;. 


All foreigners 
believe that the 


Chinese government aided the out- 
breaks and is trying to call off its 
troops after the downfall of Tien 
Tsin and the receipts of reports that 
the powers are sending armies to 
China. 
A German legation tele- 


gram saying that the bombardment 
of the legations ceased on July 17 
supports this theory. 
The foreign- 


ers think that the ministeis who 
suffered should, if lescued, conduct 
the settlement with the government 
for the effect it would have upon the 
populace, 


An intensely bitter feeling pre- 


vails against Li Hung Chang1. The 
papers denounced the honor paid 
him at Hont? Kong and Shanghai, 
and calls him the most corrupt anti- 
foreign official in China and express 
the belief that he proposes to save 
China from the penalty of her acts 
by embroiling* the powers. 


The destruction of foreign proper- 


ty continues.

Fowler estimates that the losses of 
the American missions amount to 
$1,500,000.

cepted and gave his order, which 
Mr. Regedanz began to fill. When 
the druggist turned to the fountain 
to draw the soda one of the two men 
struck him a terrific blow on the 
head. 
He staggered, but did not 


fall to the ' floor. One of the men 
jumped back of the small countex 
and grabbed Mr. Regedanz by the 
throat and they fell to the floor. 
At about this 
instant Henry F. 


Aumann was passing on his wheel. 
saw the scuffle and heard Mr. Rege- 
danz cries for help. 
He dismounted 


and rushed into the drug store with 
the query, "What's the matter?" Be- 
fore he teceived a leply the two 
strangers darted past him into the 
street. 
Mr. Aumann did not wait 


for an explanation, but mounted his 
wheel and started in pursuit of the 
fleeing desperadoes. They darted in 
to the first alley on the west side of 
Hanna street, and as Mr. Aumann 
was about to follow lie was met by 
a shot, the bullet whizzing past his 
head. 
It was too dark to see plain- 


ly and not daring to take such dan- 
g'eious chances Mr. Aumann re- 
turned to the diug- store and there 
learned the story of the assault. 


Mr. Regedanz bled profusely from 


the wound in the head which, he 
first believed, might have been from 
a shot. 
Examination of the wound, 


however, showed that he had been 
struck by some blunt instrument. 
The wound was dressed and no seri- 
ous results are anticipated, as Mr. 
Regedanz is on duty as usual today* 


The police were notified immedi- 


ately of the affair and hurried to the 
Regedanz drug store, but could get 
no trace of the fleeing robbers. 
A 


description of the two men was fur- 
nished the officers, but the descrip- 
tions were not satisfactory. 


Superintendent Gorsline continued 


his investigation this morning and 
found several persons who had no- 
ticed 
two strange 
men 
hanging 


about the vicinity of the drug store 
for two or three days and nights. 


Ed Moran furnished the 
officers 


with a complete description of the 
two men who were loitering about 
and if they can be arrested Superin- 
tendent Oorsline believes he will 
have the men who attempted the 
robbery. 


One evening this week a stranger 


entered Wefel's drug store about 9 
o'clock. 
Mr. Wefel was talking 


with a friend 
and the stranger 


asked the privilege of stepping to 
the rear of the store. 
The descrip- 


tion of this man answers that of one 
of the men who are suspected of last 
night's assault. 


A thorough examination of the 


store convinces the officers that no 
shot was fired in the building. There 
are no bullet marks and the wound 
on Mr. Regedanz's head could not 
have been inflicted 
with a shot. 


Lying beside the chair on which one 
man sat behind the prescription case 
was a Fort Wayne Sentinel of July 
28, and in it was wrapped a hickory 
club twenty inches long and two 
inches in diameter. 
A hole was 


bored in one end of the club, which 
had probably been heretofore used 


as a stake in a hay or wood rack. 
The assauH, however, was not com* 
mitted with this club, which had 
been carried into the store by one of 
the men. 
There was no club near 


the soda fountain and Superintend- 
ent Goisline is now of the opinion 
that Mr. Regedanz was stiuck with 
the butt end of a revolver or with 
lead or iron knuckles. 


Ed Moran saw the two men sitting 


on an iron fence near the chug store 
a short time 
before the lobbeiy. 


The same two men he had seen loit- 
eiing in the vicinity several times 
and two or thiee nights ago had 
telephoned the police that they were 
loiteiing 
about. 
An 
officer 
re- 


sponded to the telephone call, but 
when he arrived the men were gone 
and they were not seen again until 
last night. 
One of these men is 


about five feet, seven inches tall, 
weighs 170 pounds, is of dark com- 
plexion, has black hair and wore 
tan shoes, a brown derby hat and a 
gray suit of clothes. 
The other 


man was about 
an inch shorter, 


weighed 
about 145 pounds, 
was 


slim, wore black shoes, a blue coat 
and vest, striped pantaloons, a straw 
hat and a big check shirt. 
The age 


of the men could not be guessed by 
the person fuinishing the descrip 
tion. 


There has been no tiace of the men 


since they entered the alley and 
fired on Mr. Aumann, but the patrol* 
men have orders to arrest any per- 
sons 
answering 
descriptions 
as 


above. 


The officers believe that the des- 


perate fellows were amateurs at the 
business who knew that Mr. Rege- 
danz had some 
money about the 


house, but had they been successful 
in pounding him into unconscious- 
ness the money could not have been 
procured, as 
the 
safe had been 


locked. 
Mrs. Regedanz was in the 


rooms above the store and in answer 
to her husband's cries for help had 
entered the drug 
store about the 


same time as Mr. Aumann.

comparatively small on the continent 
of Europe. 
President's McKinley's 


re-election is thought to be pretty 
certain, according to the 
Literary 


Digest, and consequently no change 
of policy is expected. In Canada and 
Great Britain, however, much inter- 
est is shown. The editor of Saturday 
Night, Toronto, 
believes that the 


next presidential election is much 
more than a mere struggle for power 
among the parties, He says: 


The development of the govern- 


ment into a plutocracy, the fact 
that the United States of America 
is nothing now but a rich man's 
trust and that McKinley stands as 
the figurehead of an extraordinary 
aggregation of men who propose to 
control this continent on the basis 
of making the rich richer and the 
poor poorer, must be understood if 
the question is to be considered at 
all. 
Bryan has ceased to be^the 


mere exponent of silver—he is the 
leader of the people against 
the 


trusts, and it is difficult to guess 
whether the people will be success- 
ful under Bryan, who is much of a 
demagogue, in overturning 
the 


rich men, who think they are run- 
ning the United States; but if he 
fails n revolution larger and much 
more .sweeping in its results will 
certainly be the outcome 
of the 


success of the republican party. 


The revolution may come through 


Mr. Bryan or it may come through 
the people, but it will come. The 
average man, who is helpless as 
against lawmakers, has only to see 
hard times staring him in the face 
to make him A revolutionist. 
In 


his daily life the average man is 
entirely unconcerned as to whether 
the rich man is getting richer, up 
to the point when he feels that he 
himself is becoming poorer, then 
he will lodge a protest that will 
make the whole United States rattle 
about the oars of those who control 
the government, the courts, 
the 


senate and all the large methods 
of making money. 
The Globe, Toronto, does not be- 


lieve that the American people are 
inclined "to go a-revoluting," despite 
lynchings and strike disorders. "The 
last presidential election/' it says, 
*'was held in a time of depression, 
and one of the parties attracted to 
itself all the elements of discontent 
and unrest, so that there was-a good 
deal of prophesying of anarchy and 
disintegration. 
But, as a matter of 


fact, the election was orderly and 
the result was quietly and loyally 
accepted/' Although no evidence has 
appeared outside of England to show 
that any power or powers suggested 
interference when most' European 
nations were sympathizing with the 
Spanish "under dog" in our late war, 
the supposition that such 
interfer- 


ence was contemplated is very popu 
lar in England and this country is 
considered to be in debt 
to Great 


Britain, a debt which only a McKin* 
ley administration will justly 
pay. 


The Newcastle Chronicle says: 


England is particularly interest- 


ed in the 
approaching contest 


since it is becoming increasingly 
evident that it will be fought out 
on lines favorable or antagonistic 
to this country. But the democrats 
if we may trust the utterances of 
their spokesmen and their news- 
papers, make no secret of their de 
sign to play the dirtiest politica 
game that has ever yet been played 
even in America. 
Whether they

ed by a huge celestial globe. 


It is seven feet six inches in diam- 


eter, and has the planets and prin- 
cipal constellations shown by raised 
stars of a bright yellow bronze fixed 
upon the chocolate-brown body 
of 


the globe. 
The observatory is now 


disused, and children play unrebuked 
and trees grow unchecked among the 
instruments, here and there displac- 
ng and disturbing the appliances.—
